Anthony Deinken Dead.

Anthony Deinken, one 
of the 
best 


known Germans of the city, age'dN63, was 
found dead in the Wisconsin street tramp 
house on Sunday morning. Mr. Deinken 
had been in the habit of assisting Cap- 
tain Hall of the place. For a long time^ 
he had been ill. On Saturday morning 
he was in very bod condition and a phy- 
sician was called to see him.'buthe grew 
better and when the doctor arrived he 
had gotten up and walked down to the 
Main street bridge, complaining that he 
was awful sick. • 


All day he managed to keep up and 


around. At 12 o'clock- at-night-he start- 
ed for the tramp house and-fell down 
just outside. He was picked up and'car- 
ried into the building, laid down and cov- 
ered with coats and bedding. 


In the morning Captain Hall discover- 


ed that he was dead. Dr. Schnetz was 
summoned and pronounced that death 
was due to dropsy of the heart. 


The -body was taken to the undertaking 


parlors' of- Bayerman- & Krug. • No in- 
quest was held. • 


Deceased was born in Germany,1 but 


came to Racine when a young man. He 
was «. laborer and worked in shops and 
about the 'river for years. At one time 
he was -a member-of the Odd-Fellow

clubs. He was steady and' upright and 
well liked by all who. knew him.- He 
was aj single man.

Sunday afternoon the body of a man 


was discovered laying in the ravine near 
the Durand rood, south of the city, and 
close to the tracks of the Chicago

Northwestern railway. The police office 
was notified and later Coroner Hoyle, 
who took charge of the body and made 
an investigation. 


It wa9 identified, as the body of Wil 


Ham Schrader, of Manitowoc, 'a cook1, be 
tween 40 and 50 years of age. He had 
come from Chicago to Racine about one 
week ago and had been stopping around 
Lakeside.

BANGOR, Maine, :May ].—Homeless, 


wet, hungry and exhausted by the long 
fight against the flames which last night 
destroyed practically a third of the city 
of Bangor, thpusands of persons today 
faced the problem of providing them- 
selves with food, shelter and clothing, 
while city and state authorities began 
the^ consideration of plans for ;the re- 
building of the city. When dawn broke 
over the stricken city today, hundreds'of 
groups of men, women 
and 
children 


could be seen huddled, around smoulder- 
ing bonfires or stretched along the: edge 
of the smoking ruins, endeavoring to 
warm or dry themuelves. 


• -Although the rain brought discomfort 
to. the homeless it. was the-;means ot 
bringing under'control the great confla- 
gration which raged'for'-more than sev:. 
en ' hours last n i g h t . . , . : ' . 


At a time whe'u the battle agaiiist tBe 


flaines .seemed hopeless a

trict and drowned out the flames 'wEiCh 
had--just-started irt-^H*lMprietl VjJlSp^rty. 


Fire is Extinguished. 


At 7:45 a. m. today the fire was.vir- 


tually extinguished. • One third of the 
city hod been destroyed including some 
of the finest • homes in .the residential 
part' of Bangor all of the public build- 
ings with. the. exception of. the city hall 
and the greater part of the retail sec- 
tion.

Estimates of tl}e probable loss varied, 


but it was generally thought that at 
least $8,000,000 worth: of | property had 
been destroyed. The loss of life so far, 
as.known this morning, was confined to 
two persons, amd only, half. a dozen in- 
jured had been admitted to hospitals. 
. The rain .-and change of wind having 
solved the problem of controlling 
the 


fire, -the attention of the authorities was 
directed today 'towards 
housing the 


homeless and feeding the hungry. Ev- 
ery houaeholder'in Bangor, whose home 
escaped dostriction'opened his doors lost 
night to less fortunates, bu£ in'spit* of 
this thousands were forced to spend the 
night in the streets, surrounded by the 
few articles of clothing and household 
utensils they had been able to save 
from. the flames. Many of these suffer- 
ed greatly from cold and exposure. 


Food Supplies Exhausted. 


More serious, however, than the prob- 


lem of sheltering the homeless was the 
matter of'feeding them, on.account of 
the destruction -of food supplies in the 
retail district. Every morning 
train 


fcrocght food to the .city, but it was 
some' little time' before the authorities 
could arrange for its distribution. To 
aid • the ,policc in the protection of tho 
little heaps of furniture and clothing 
saved from the fire by individual house 
holders',. one company of militia 
was 


ordered out for patrol and guard duty, 


The fire' started near tie corner of 


Broad and Union streets in the vicinity 
of -the city hall, at five o'clock. ycste|r 
day afternoon. Fanned by a high wind 
the flames swept along Broad and Ex- 
change rtreets in a northerly direction 
on either side of Kcnduskcag stream,.a 
small river which flows into the-Penob 
scot, Most of the public buildings and 
banks were in the path of the 'fire and 
.with the exception of the city ' h,all, 
which was saved after the ^hardest kind 
of a fight, all these structures were de- 
stroyed.

Ellingson Bill, Preventing Sale of Liquor 


on Trains Has Been 
Reported for 


Passage, and' Fight is Expected—Sane 
Fourth Bill Likely to Pass. 


(Special to The Journal.) 


MADISON, Wis., May 1.—A long cal- 


endar containing many important meas- 
ures will face the assembly when that 
body reconvenes for the week this even- 
ing. In the senate, .little will be done, 
as usual, all important matters being 
put over to Tuesday. 


A fight is likely, on the Ellingson bill 


to prohibit the sa,ls or drinking of liquor 
on trains in this state which, to the sur- 
prise of many, hcs been recommended 
for passage.- The bill-gives to conduc- 
tors police powers-in the arrest of drun- 
ken persons and 
the . confiscation of 


liquor carried by them—the liquor to 
be/returned .to them -by the nearest sta- 
tion ten days later upon presentation of 
a receipt given by the conductor to the 
one-losing" his bdttle. 


• 
-Sane Fourth Bill Up. 


The legislature seems to be determin- 


ed to' pass a^ drastic law against the sale 
of. dangerous, fireworks'for Fourth of 
July,: anil"' thfe Lentz bill,'placing a ban 
on' practically all explosive 'devices con- 
talnJng, anything- ".stronger'^ JS*P;''.ordjT 
fflffy-lfcirtipowder, and'Timiting the size 
of':firecrackers to three inches long and 
one half inch thick,-is likely to have 
little opposition. 


Another liquor bill is on the calendar 


for 
killing—a ' measure by Monson, 


which' the liquor interests "view with 
alarm." ' It provides that common coun- 
cils • "shall", revoke licenses .of 
saloon- 


keepers who violate any excise law or 
any other law regulating the sale of 
liquor now on the statute books. The 
present law compels 
such revocation 


only in case of violation of the law pro- 
hibiting the sale of liquor to'minors or 
to intoxicated i persons. 


Disorderly Conduct. 


Another provision in the Monson bill 


is the insertion of the phrase "within 
ten days" in that portion setting forth 
how a common council shall act before 
revocation. In the past, councils which 
lean toward the liquor side have taken 
advantage of the absence of such a-time 
phrase. Quite a -fight may be. made for 
the passage of the bill with at least 
this time phrase, whether the main fea- 
ture remains or not. 


A bill by the committee on judiciary, 


to enact a statute on the subject of dis- 
orderly conduct, which already is incor- 
porated in^the towns, will be up .for 
passage, and may be opposed by the So- 
cialists, who complain that such a law 
would be used against laboring men who 
participate- in strikes as am excuse for 
srresting them.

Argues That Voter's Attention Should

This bill, 
No. 383S, provides that the commission- 
er of insurance shall be appointed by 
the governor with the consent o£ the 
senate f9r a term of four years. It is an 
office not provided*for in the.constitu- 
tion and is the only elective office which 
'can be made appointive without amend- 
ing the 
constitution.

he said, "involving supervision of large 
interests or : technical training, is now 
appointive. These include the railroad 
commission, :the- tax 
commission, . the 


dairy and . food commissioner, the com- 
missioner .of "labor and the commissioner 
of banking. • 
• 


"The duties of the ^commissioner of 


banking are most; similar to those of 
the commissioB«-<jf'irisurance. Both su- 
pervise the accumulation and safekeep- 
ing of millions of trust funds touching 
directly, almost every citizen. But in 
addition the commissioner is required or 
ought to have the legal knowledge to 
judge of the kind of contracts or poli- 
cies by which the rights of policyholders 
muot be determined, and understand the 
actuarial. computations on which the 
companies are determined. The acts or 
commissions of the commissioner of in- 
surance-directly .affect'the interest of 
citizens of this state to the amount of 
millions of dollars not alone at the time 
but often through the lifetime of the 
insured. 
. "The commissioner.of banking is now 
appointed by the governor .for a term, 
of live years. No one familiar with his 
duties would suggest that he be elected." 


The senator argued also that there is 


a strong movement everywhere toward 
reducing the number of elective offices 
and centering the vott-rs' attention on a 
few officers in executive and legislative 
positions to whose selection much great- 
er car-> and attention can thus be given 
and who can thus be held responsible. 
He cites Hughes, Roosevelt, U'Reii, Ben 
Lindsey and Woodrow Wilson as advo- 
cates of this reform.

The Effects of Exercise Upon Growth. 


—The remarkable effects 
of 
military 


drill exercises in promoting the growth 
of young, recruits hiive long been recog- 
nized. An English trainer reported some 
years ago .a case in'which a young man 
21 years of age who had not grown per- 
ceptibly for two years took a new start 
and grew four inches as the _ result of 
systematic exercise on entering military 
service. Dr. Raider, a German physi- 
cian, has recently made a study of the 
c'flccts of opening exercise on the health 
of school children. Fifty-six pupils made 
twenty miles, each day. They were fur- 
nished with three meals of plain, simple 
food and were carefully examined be- 
fore and'after each day's walking. Dur- 
ing the three months following this tour, 
fifty, out. of, the fifty-six children gained 
in weight. • The smallest gain was three 
pounds;'the greatest, twenty-two. A 
comparison of nine of the girls who took 
the tour with twelve who" remained at 
home showed a very remarkable differ- 
ence in the gain made during the three 
months following the tour. The nine 
•who walked gained 6.7 pounds during 
the succeeding three months,..while the 
others gained only 4.8 pounds, a differ- 
ence of 40 per cent in favor of the girl's 
who walked.

Historic Pens.—It is. said that one of 


tho finest pens in the world was made 
last year for President Taft, remarks the

trees planted by Alexander Hamilton in 
commemoration of:the founding o'f the 
Union, It is Ibound by three gold bands, 
on which appear the words: "Protection, 
Progress, Patriotism." On each side of 
the capjs a name-plate appropriately in-, 
scribed.^ Another'historic pen is that of 
Isaac Reed of New York, th'e holder of 
which was carved from the lens box of 
George Washington. 
This wae used,by' 


Abraham Lincoln during the civil war. 


Meteorites and 'Earth History. — Ac- 


cording to recent theories of earth his- 
tory, the meteor is assuming a, more 
and more important place. At present 
the earth receives only a very trifling 
supply of matter from this source. But 
in earlier times it may have grown ap- 
preciably by the accretion, of meteoric 
matter from outside. 
And if ^he me- 


teoric matter cairfc in sufficiently large 
masses it might have important effects 
in modifying the earth's surface. H has 
been suggested, for example, thiit in 
time past sufficiently large 
meteorites 


reached the moon to produce by their 
impact the so-called lunoj craters. Mr. 
Schwartz, however, in Ms "Casual Geol- 
ogy," reads a new lesson from the moon 
to apply to earth history. According to 
his view, the "craters" mark the sites of 
real volcanoes, in which the lava welled 
up, but,did not overflow.. The moon wns 
bombarded by huge meteorites, but the 
place of their impact was not marked by 
the production of craters. He sees rath- 
er the result of- their action in those 
great lunar plains known to astronomers 
as seas, or Maria. These, he suggests, 
are vast spreads of lava, due to the mu- 
tual melting, of the meteorite and th» 
lunar surface by the heat of collision. 
And it may be that certain masses of 
igneous rocks in the Archaean may liave 
resulted from the impact of a large me- 
teorite. 


Living Costs.—The cost of living.in the 


United States is lower than it has 
been for twenty months. Prices of com- 
modities show a decided reduction from 
last year, according to figures compiled 
by B'radstreet's. ' The average level of 
commodity prices experienced a decline 
of approximately two per cent in March, 
as indicated -by the. index number of 
Brodstreet's. The current index shows 
a.decline of 7.3 per cent from a year 
ago and a decline of 7.6 per cent Jan. 
1, 1910, when pricesi were at the record 
high point. Wheat, which in 1910 sold 
at $1,19, now commands only 96 cents. 
Flour a year ago brought $3.80 a barrel 
and now may be had for $5.10. Pork 
sold a. year ago at $25.75; it now sells 
at $19.25.- Beef is $15.50, against $18.- 
75 in the same month last year. Other 
foodstuffs 
show a corresponding de- 


crease. These art, on wholesale prices.

FACTS ABOUT MEXICO. 


Mexico is our nearest republic neigh- 


bor." 
The newspapers daily are full of 


exciting happenings there. 
Yet how 


many Americans know anything about 
the country! Here are one or two in- 
teresting facts to remember: 


Mexico's full title is 
"The 
United 


States of Mexico." 


It has1 thirty two states and territor- 


ies, covering an area of 707,250 square 
miles. 


In other words, thirteen states as 


large as Illinois could flnd room within 
it boundaries. 


All but one-fifth of Mexico's 16,000,- 


000 inhabitants are Indians or have In- 
dian blood. Even President Diaz is half 
Indian. 


Mexico has an army of 40,000 men 


and a navy mn.de up of six gunboats 
and several training ships and armed 
transports. 


There are 57,000 Americans living in 


Mexico (10,000 in Mexico City alone), 
and nearly $1,500,000.000 of 
American 


capital is invested there. 


The distance by rail from New York 


to Mexico City is just about as great 
as the-distance by sea and land from 
New York to London—3,750 miles. It 
ia a five-day journey. 


Mexico won its freedom, as did the 


United States, by a successful revolu- 
tion. One hundred and odd years h.as 
changed its form of government again 
and again. It began an empire, then 
became a fedcrol republic, then a "cen- 
tral" republic;-then was governed by a 
dictator; became a "federative" repub- 
lic; then was ipjnquered by France and 
became once more an empire. The em- 
pire was overthrown in 1887, and Mexi- 
co has ever since -been a republic. 


Although Mexico has

republican 


government and has a constitution mo- 
deled largely on our own, that consti- 
tution docs not give the people at large 
the privilege of the ballot. 


Texas is by.far our largest state. Yet 


Texas is only about one-third the »iz« 
of Mexico. 


Mexico has 19,000 miles of railway, 


45,000 miles of telegraph and 2,064 post- 
offices.

FEDERAL CONTROL OF 


SENATORIAL ELECTIONS. 


The following article from the New 


York Evening Post so interestingly de- 
scribes the debate in the House over the 
matter of the direct election of United 
States senators, that it is reprinted in 
full. It will be noticed that Mr. Coop- 
r dwelt upon the deposit of power in 
the federal -constitution, so that if it 


so ordered that the states should 


alone . control the elections of senators 
without federal powers being exercised, 
yet. this deposit of power would fully 
protect if necessary. This power refer- 
red to lies in the constitutional amend- 
ment that provides no state shall deny 
or abridge the right c>f a citizen to vote 
n account of race or color. 
Mr. 


'oopcr maintains even if the propos- 
ed amendment to the direct voting law 
passed, it would still, leave the federal 
copstitution paramount. 


From the New York Evening Post: 
"There was some good debating in the 


House last Thursday, when the amend- 
ment of the Constitution was passed to 
make the election-of senators direct. De- 
spite the usual amount of talking 
at 


cross purposes and for party advantage, 
several speeches were very much to the 
point—and there was, of course, only 
one'point actually in dispute. Virtually 
all of the representatives were for the 
popular .election of senators, but many 
of them scented dangc. in giving up the 
present power of Congress to 'make or 
alter1 the- regulations prescribed by the 
state legislatures respecting the '-times 
and manner of holding elections for sen- 
ators.' The proposed amendment reads: 
'The times, places, and manner of hold- 
ing elections for senators shall be as 
prescribed in each state by the legisla- 
ture thereof.' 
On that difference the 


whol* discussion really hinged. 


Opponents of the change were forced 


to admit that the existing authority of 
Congress over senatorial elections had 
never,.in fact, been exercised . That, 
h'oweyerj is not a conclusive argument 
for abolishing it. As Mr. McCaH .put 
the case; 
"No matter if it has been a 


steeping power up to this time, it may 
some time be a power that is vital' Al- 
though he was n-ady to have senators 
electexl just as representatives are, and 
thought that it would be better all 
round to have them'so chosen rather 
than- by the legislatures, he fe;i 
so 


strongly that the 'supervisory power1 of 
the National Government ought not to 
be taken away that he could not vote 
for'the', amendment as it stood. Anoth- 
er .serious and able Republican member, 
Mr. Foster of Vermont, took a somewhat 
different-view. He waa personally very 
desirous, that Congress should retain its 
present power. But he did not believe 
that its omission would be fatal. Mr. 
Foster brought up tha analogous case of 
presidential electors. The constitution 
leayes to the legielftturesi of the states 
to determine how they shall be elected, 
'For morts than a hundred years, under 
thin provision, the electors have been 
choaen by the people. The results have 
been1 satisfactory; If the states can be 
trusted in all matters relating to the 


had the sole power to prescribe. 
ifleations of the voter. Only, the Feder- 
al Constitution undertakes to provide 
that there shall, be no unfair or dis- 
criminating application of the state 
rules for voting. The fifteenth amend- 
ment forbids) any state to deny or 
abridge the right of a citizen to vote on 
account of race or color, and Represen- 
tative Cooper maintained that this fun- 
damental guarantee would remain un- 
impaired by the proposed amendment, 
and would be ample to prevent any of 
th* political evils feared. If any state 
should pass a. law .declaring that white 
citizens could rote for United States 
senators but that colored citizens could 
not, the Supreme court would pronounce 
such a law unconstitutional,' For. this 
reason, Mr. Cooper, 'a Republican bom 
and bred, coming from among a people 
who conducted stations of the under- 
ground railroad to help men and women 
to liberty,' w*s prepared 
to vote for 


the amendment even in a. form which 
he did not like, since under it he did 
•not -believe that the rights of any citi- 
zen would be jeopardized.' 


"While such expressions by iuch Re- 


publicans are by no weams conclusive, 
they are reassuring. Congress has cer- 
tainly *t present more power over elec- 
tiona than it uses; the question is if it 
will not have enough after the new 
amendment has passed. On that point 
it ig for constitutional lawyers to speak; 
and as we said last week, the judiciary 
committee of the Senate could do the 
country no better sen-ice than to make 
a full report setting forth in detail the 
constitutional bearings of the amend- 
ment at proposed, • and showing also 
what kindred powers Congress will con- 
tinue to possess even if the 'sleeping 
power' of controlling senatorial elections 
is abandoned."
